CHINESE REGISTRATION. 


The Highbinders, Not the Six Com 


panics, are Opposing; It. 


M. li. Kellogg, deputy intcrna! reve- 


nue collector for thifs district, in speak- 
ing of tho registration of Chine.se yester- 
day, stilted that it is not the Six Com- 
panies who arc opposing registration, 
but tho highbinders. 
Few Chinese have registered in tins 


city so far, but this Mr. Kellogg be- 
lieves to be duo to the fact that the 
celestials are not yet fully acquainted 
with tlio requirements of the law. lOach 
Chinaman desiring to register must be 
photographed, and has to bring a wit- 
ness to swear lo bis ide'iUly. 


The persons requiring certificates 


under thu act of May 5,1892, as amend- 
ed by the act of November '•'>, Ihtt.i, are 
limited to Chinese laborers. All clasKcs 
of skilled and unskilled manual laborers, 
including Chinese persons employed in 
mining, lishing, huckstering, peddling, 
laundrymen, or those engaged in taking, 
drying, or olhorwiso preserving shell or 
oilier lish for home consumption or cx- 
porlalion, are classed as laborers. 


A person lo b<; exempted from the 


operation of this law as :i merchant 
must boa person engaged in buying and 
neiling merchandise at a tixed place of 
business, which business IB conducted 
in his name, and who, during the time 
he claims to bo engugud as a merchant, 
docs not engage in the perform:un'e uf 
any manual labor except such a 
rsciiry in the conduct of his business us 
such'mere!unit. 
Il is Ihe opinion of Mr. Kellogg that 


as noon as the I'liinene have become 
thoroughly ac'|ii»inted with the law they 
will register.

Firsts-class work guaranteed. • 


fASITCliSANDED? 


A Sensational Robbery at 


Fowler. 


SOME VERY LIVELY SHOOTING 


A Masked Itobber Gives Ills Name as 


Mori'ell—His Coiii|WiiUm 


in a Cart. 


Yesterday evening ;i bold robbery was 


perpetrated in Fowler, ten niilea Boutb- 
eiiBt of tliit} city, by u masked robber 
which resulted in three if not four men 
being shot. 


The Los Angeles express reached Fow- 


ler behind time, and it was near 7 
o'clock when it pulled out. Shortly 
afterward Geortxc Leon, the agent and 
operator, was standing in the ollico in 
conversation with Patrick Labey, the 
section bose, "W. A. Mulligan and an- 
other man who works on the section, 
when a short elini mau with a mask 
made of a bandana handkerchief stepped 
in, presented two revolvers and ordered 
the party to throw up their hands and 
face the wall. 


They promptly obeyed, and were in 


formed that bo was Ed Morrell, Chris 
Evans' partner, and wanted $liO which 
he claimed bad been shipped there from 
Fresno by express on that train, and 
wanted all the monev the party had. 


Just at this time lloward Harris, the 


insurance and real estate agent, went to 
the depot m company with A. A. Vin- 
cent after an express package. 
Ho saw 


the men standing witli their hands up, 
and being lame', told Vincent to run 
back and notify the officers. 


ONE ACAINST SIX. 


The robber beard their approach and 


covering them with his pistols com- 
pelled them to walk into the ollice and 
turn their, faces toward the wall and 
elevate their hands along with the other 
four. 


He then called them out, one at a 


time and searched them, at the mime 
time keeping up running remarks about 
the contents o£ their pockets, lie took 
exception to what he styled "dude 
gloves" which he found in Mr. Harris' 
pockets, and after relieving him of $40.20 
in coin handed back the 20 cents, stat- 
ing that lie was a workin" man himeclf 
and would not take all he had. 


From Station Agent Leon he got $30, 


which made up the sum total of the 
amount obtained, the ether four evi- 
dently being raisin growers. 


Having divested them of their wealth, 


he took Sir. Harris' substantial cane 
away from him and ordered the sqmtd 
out on the platform of the depot, closely 
guarding them with Ins guiiB. 


"What place IH IhatY" said he point- 


ing to 
Kutncr-Goldstcin Com puny'a 


store across the street. 


Leon told him, and he said : 
"All 
right; head for that!" and start- 


ed the squad in that direction. 


A I'U'CKY COXKTAlll.l-:. 


Constables Charles Oclia saw the pro- 


cession and suspecting something was 
wrong went over to tho Btoro, reaching 
it just as the robber had compelled the 
clerks to throw up tlioir hands. Just at 
this point Ochs, who was armed, took 
part in the proceedings, while Nelson, 
who was not armed,,could do nothing 
but dodge bullets. 


The robber had no time to accomplish 


anything before Ochs had him cornered. 
Ho made for the door with pistol in 
each band and llring commenced. Ochs 
had time to tire hut two shots before ho 
was struck in the hip and knocked 
down, falling outside the store. 


Tho rohber|bolted out of tho door, ran 


nronnd the corner nnd up im alloy with 
all his might and escaped in the* dark- 
ness, taking an easterly direction. 


While this was going on inside tho 


storo a man with a mask on was seen in 
a cart alongside the store, and when 
Ochs fell ho took a shot at him from the 
cart, but missed him, and then turned 
and lied in the Biuno general direction nt. 
tin; fugitive on foot. 


Till: WOl'NIlKU MEN. 


Ochs' first shot missed the robber and 


struck Pat Lahcy, the section boss, in 
the arm, and, pansing through his llesh 
and clothing, struck W. A. Mulligan in 
the breast, knocking him down. 


The Imllct, however, did not enter his 


body, but was milllcicnt to make film <Io 
some very high-tonud dancing and howl- 
ing, but just what he did the other 
members of the parly do not undertake 
to ntate,»9 they were otherwise engaged. 


Dr. Wilsnn WHS sf'til for to atl.nml lo 


the wounded, and ion in! that Ochs \v:ts 
badly hurt, but it is not thought Unit 
any bones aro injured or that his life is 
ficrioiifily endangered, but it may lame 
him for life. 


But while lh« shots ilinnblod Consta- 


ble Oulis, Insurance Agent Harris states 
that it acted in a miraculous way in bis 
own case, for ho had not IHWII able to 
walk without a cane for tin- laet ten 
years on account of lameness, but when 
the shooting began be got over the 
ground with such ease and celerity that 
however once missed it. 


While the robber was going through 


the rest of the victims Mr. Harris man- 
aged to get tho corner of his eye around 
far enough to be able to give a pretty 
fair description of him. 


He says he was about five feet four or 


five inches high, slender built, very 
talkative, wore-light brogan shoes and 
light plaid overcoat, with'dark striped 
trousers of cheap grade. 


The holes cut in the handkerchief 


were so large that it permitted him to 
get sight of his eyes and part of his face 
in the lifjht of the oilicc, and he Buys he 
thinks his eyes were blue and that he 
had a light mustache of a few weeks' 
growth. 


.MAY 1IAVB HKBS MOltllKI.I.. 


This-is a pretty fair description of Ed 


Morrell, so far as it goca, as he is known 
to be 5 feet 5j<> inches high, with grey 
eyes and otherwise close to the descrip- 
tion given, so much so that a number 
think that it wiia Evans ami Morrell who 
in fleeing from Sheriff Scott'a pursuit 
have taken to the plains, and as they 
are known to Imvc been .destitute of 
funds, took this method of obtaining 
cash. 


The rubber recognized some persons 


on the street, giving their names and 
otherwise indicated that be was familiar 
with the surroundings. 


One peculiar feature of the case ia tho 


fact that. Con-table Oclis is one of the 
jury that tried and convicted Evans 
of 
Vie 
Wilson's 
murder 
in 
the 


fight at Yonng'a cabin, lie being the 
sixth juror selected. He is 40 years of 
age, a native of Kentucky and possessed 
ot any quantity of grit. 


Ochs Hiiyfl that the robber was within 


three feet of him when he fired the ccc- 
(jnd shot aiul that he bit him. It ia to 


be hoped that his opinion may prove to 
be eminently correct in thin particular. 


Information was Immediately tele- 


graphed to this city and a posse of ofll- 
corB repaired to the scene at once to 
take the trail of the criminals if possi- 
ble. 
If Uclis is correct, the chances are 


that the robbers will be heard from 
Home time today. 


Tho noose composed of J. F. Bedford, 


J. J. White, Tom Burns and another 
deputy whose name was not ascertained 
left for Fowler within an hour alter the 
robbery. 


DRY CREEK ROADS. 


A Third Petition Now Before the 


Board. 


Yesterday was the day sot for the con- 


sideration of the vexed road matter in 
the Dry Creek ^region, which lias been 
before the J'oardof Supervisors for some 
time. 


J. P. Vincent ami others are anxious 


to have the remainder of the old road 
leading from the Toll House across the 
plains to what is known us the Posit 
Chine, on thy West Side, abandoned. 


This road ruua diagonally across sec- 


tion lines and thereby cuts up a number 
of ranches into wedge-shaped parcels, 
and they desire to deed rights of way 
along section lines in lieu of tho old 
road. 


The people on Pine llidge and the 


foothills this side object to this on the 
ground that it will increase the distance 
in hauling three or four miles, which 
means a great deal to them. 


Another petition for a road following 


the new Hume down to Collis, and then 
taking a short cut into one of the lines 
of road leading into this city, bus been 
filed and the route surveyed. 


This line ia said to be more direct and 


therefore shorter than the old line, but 
that petition cannot be taken up until 
the next meeting of the board, and the 
whole matter was accordingly continued 
to the Oth of February. 


A number of interested parties were 


present. J. P. Vincent s-ated that the 
petitioners for the change would be sat- 
isfied with the flume road proposition, 
and in either event of a change from the 
present lino and abandonment of the 
same would deed to the county tho 
right of way along section lines hereby 
offered by the petitioners in lieu ot 
the old road.

Sho was of course declared insane and 


committed to the asylum at Ukiah.

No news was received from the moun- 


tains yesterday of either the posse or 
Evans and Morrell by telephone, or by 
.my one coming from that locality. The 
only thing known to a cerininty \K that 
tins posse has changed its field of action 
Further south. 


Warren Hill was over from Sunger 


yesterday and gave some information 
Limb bus not been published. He stated 
that on Tuesday evening of hist week 
Evans nnd Morrell came lo Josh Cra- 
ven's hog camp, opposite Dalton moun- 
tain. 


Finding tlie cabin locked they went 


to a neighbor of Craven, who had the 
key, and obtained it from him. The 
baiulitD stayed at the cabin Tuesday 
and Wednesday nights and loft Thurs- 
day morning. 


Evans left bis Winchester, which is 


a 40.0 calibre, at the cabin and took 
Craven's ride, which is a 44. He also 
swapped 
huts with a man named 


Spencer, who works for Craven, but was 
absent at the time the bandits visited 
the camp, 


Evans left a note at Craven's cabin, 


stating he had swapped hats and guns, 
and if there was any difference in value 
in favor of Craven, he would make it all 
right. The bandits then left tho camp, 
Evans, who appeared to be in a merry 
mood,'calling hogs. 


At noon of that day they had dinner 


at D. Col well's place on Sand creek, 
south of Squaw valley. 
It is stated 


that there is no doubt that the men who 
came Jhere were Evans and Morrell, aa 
they were seen by men who are well ac- 
quainted with the former. 


There has been considerable said re- 


flecting on Morrell's courage and it has 
been doubled that he would have tbu 
grit to hold out. According to the 
statements of those who know his rec- 
ord, Morrell is a very desperate man 
and a fit companion for Evans. Some 
of his jnil mat*"? hero wiy In- lias many 
scare received in bis criminal advent- 
ures. 


Jim HutchiiiBon, the only one of the 


family still in jail on a charge of assist- 
ing 10vans to escape, had his prelimin- 
ary examination before Justice Shannon 
in Criuliton's court yesterday afternoon. 
Assistant District Attorney Walser ap- 
peared for the people and Attorney Sum 
Hinds represented the defendant. Some 
damaging testimony was elicited by the 
prosecution. 


M. L. Woy, one of the proprietors of 


tho (jraml Central stables, testilled that 
Ed Morrell bad hired Ihe buggy in 
which Evans was to have made his es- 
cape at his stable. 


Itose Lee, Hister-in-law ot tho defend- 


ant, stated she was ut Jim HnLclii neon's 
house on 11 street on December 2!)th, 
and saw Morrell drivu up to the house 
in a buggy. Jim handed Morrell a 
milchell which had been in the house 
some time, and which is the game now 
at the sberift'M ollice. She saw a whitc- 
handlud pistol in Morrell's overcoat 
iiucket, and bulievcd the one produced 
in court by Mr. Walaer was the eiune 
weapon. 


E. 11. Morgan, a brother of City Mar- 


shal Morgan, testilled be saw 1 hitchin- 
fi'jn driving in the buggy intended for 
Evans' escape a short tune before tho 
delivery occurred. Ho wanted to net 
Hntchinson, to deliver a ineasugo from 
J. Porteous, their employer. 
He saw 


JIutchiiiHOii drivu up to Ihu house un Q 
street, and then leave. 


Witness followed llntchinson down C] 


to Frcaiio, thence to O, south on 0 to 
Maripomi. Hero they separated, Ilutch- 
inaon turning in at the Adventist church 
and the witness continuing on 0. hater 
he saw four men standing aesir the 
church, but did not recognize any of 
them. 


Jailer Ben Scott testified to tlie hour 


.tho escape occurred, and K. H. Cole 
staled the limo ho had his hnrrowhif, 
experience with the desperadoes. The 
defendant was then put on thcstan' :" 
his own behalf by Attorney Hinds. 


Huichiimon gave his occupation as 


that of a molder, and said be was 22 
yeara^old. He said he was acquainted 
with Morrell, who came to his tioiiBv 
four times on the day of Hvans' eficapn.

And 
it was their firm belief that co-ppera- 
tion in handling the dried fruit ami 
raisin products of the state offered the 
only apparent relief from theevilsof the 
present state of affairs. 
Hut ib is con- 


ceded that any such system is fraught 
with danger in this: That one may be 
a first-class fruit grower or vineyard ist, 
able to pui the goods into attractive 
marketable condition, and yet utterly 
fail in commercial ability to put his 
goods on the market and secure the best 
price. 
"In other words the co-operative sys- 


tem outlined in the idea of a State Fruit 
Grower's Exchange involves the highest 
degree of producing ability in growing, 
manufacturing and classifying the fruit 
and raisins ready for coimneravand also 
the highest degree of commercial abil- 
ity in disposing of the manufactured ar- 
ticle. That would be a condition most 
desirable, but most dillicuH of attain- 
ment. 
"Still the experience of the Santa 


Clara Fruit exchange has been a happy 
ami successful one. Two or three years 
ago they formed what 1 think was 
culled the West Side Prune t;rowers' 
and Packers' association. Its ollii'e waa 
to take the green fruit, mostly prunes, 
grade it, dip it and dry it all at the com- 
pany's plant, giving the grower certifi- 
cates like your corporation. Its province 
a!"' »•:•« t't market tho jroods. It worked 
so well that last year every neighbor- 
hood had its co-operative plant. Still it 
lacked entire unity when the BJJ»:II 
institutions came to market their n 
fhiuidisc. 
"To further unify the business early 


in the last season was formed this Santa 
Clara Fruit exchange, an incorporation
